point of the d i e t e r is about a mile and a 
half from the ferry landing, where the over­ 
land and local trains connect, at what is 
known as the old ferry slip. 
It appears that 
the switcu was placed for the local train, and 
the engineer of the special did not see this 
until within a hundred or a hundred and fifty 
feet of the sw itch target. 
Then perceiving 
that a disaster was im m inent he applied the 
air brakes and reversed his engine. 
The 
brakes acted in an instant, stopping the train 
so suddenly that passengers were thrown for­ 
ward fr. m their seats. 
A railroad man who was standing near the 
track, a few hundred yards distant, said he 
saw the headlight go high iu the air and then 
disappear from view suddenly. 
In the first car the confusion was great 
and indescribable. 
The sound of hissiag 
steam and the crashing of timbers timul- 
taneondy with a sudden lurch, which piled 
men together promiscuously in the forward 
end of the car, produced a panic. M en swore 
and screamed, and in their haste to escape 
from the car, which had toppl.d forward, 
broke through ihe windows on the left hand 
side and jum ped out. 
This car was occupied 
by the band of the First llig im en t. The men 
in the next car were also thrown forward 
violently, but none were injured. 
A scene of 
confusion followed, as men jumped from the 
ears and ru.-hed to the head of the train. 
Some shouted “ Look out for the boiler ! stand 
back, men, she's going to b u rst! ’’ 
There 
was a slight recoil, and the men then went to 
work readily to ascertain if anybody was 
killed or wounded. M ajor W ilder, the regi­ 
m ental 6urgeon, who was in the car next to the 
rear, was hastily summoned to take care of 
the wouuded. 
Search was made around the 
floating debris, which tilled the uglv abyss, 
for tfie bodies of the fireman aud engineer. 
The fireman was taken out dripping wet. lie 
was dazed and alm ost unconscious. 
Dr. 
W ilder sent him to the nearest engine, where 
he could be close to a fire and get dry cloth­ 
ing. 
The fireman said he jum ped from the 
engine just as she was going over. 
H e also 
says he heard the engineer speak after he had 
applied the air-brakes and reversed the en­ 
gine. Search was continued about the trestle- 
work and the wreckage and in the water sur­ 
rounding for the engineer, W illiam Brown, 
but he could not be found. 
I t seemed like a 
hopeless search from the beginning, for if he 
was not instantly crushed to death in the 
wreck, he could not extricate himself from the 
water, and m ust have been drowned. 
H ad the accident occurred a few feet fur­ 
ther down the wharf the result would have 
been much more fatal, for there the occu­ 
pants of the cars, in their hurrie 1 exit from 
tuem, would have had nothing but the trestle- 
work to step upon, and m any would have 
been crowded into the water of the bay and 
drowned. 
A s it was they were enabled to 
step out upon the filling. 
The nerve aud 
bravery of the engineer alone saved the pas 
songers in theforward car, for had he jumped, 
as he could easily have done when he first 
discovered the impending danger to the train, 
instead of remaining at his post and revers­ 
ing his engine aud putting cu the brakes, the 
train would have had such headway that 
several of the c>rs m u3t have gone over into 
the break with the wrecked eueine. 
The fireman who was on the ill-fated engine 
goes by the name of Scotty. 
The engineer 
was known on the road as B illy Brown. One 
of the musicians in the forward car, Herman 
Kaufrain, was badly cut about the forehead, 
and bled profusely. 
Dr. W ilder sent him 
back to Oakland. 
Colonel Dickinson, shortly after the disas­ 
ter, gave orders for a roll call of each com ­ 
pany. 
None of the men were m issing, aud 
the casualties sim ply 
consisted of 
slight 
bruise?. 
The regiment was marched d rwn 
to the ferry landing, a mile and a half 
distant, and came across on the ferry steamer 
Capital. 


STATJSMESTS OF RAILROAD OFFICIALS. 
To-day A . X . Towne, General Superintend­ 
ent, ard Mr. Fillm ore, A ssistant General Su­ 
perintendent, said that the accident was 
caused by the failure of the engineer of the 
special train to obey orders. The instructions 
are clear and positive for all incoming trains 
on the northern track to come to a full stop 
at this sw itch and wait until it is seen that 
the way is clear. 
The Oakland or local trains 
have the right of way, aud they are required 
to slow down when approaching the switch. 
This 
rule 
applies 
alike 
to 
incoming 
and outgoing 
trains 
on 
the local route. 
There is an 
impression at railroad head­ 
quarters that 
the 
engineer 
miscalculated 
his 
whereabouts 
or 
else 
his 
mind 
was 
on 
som ething 
else. 
Mr. 
Towne 
says 
the speed of the train when the engineer saw 
the danger ahead was about twelve or fifteen 
m iles an hour. 
If it had been much greater 
several cars would have been precipitated into 
the bay on top of the engine. 
Ü 6 believes 
that the engineer’s body is under the locomo­ 
tive, and w ill be recovered when the wreck is 
removed. If the switch had been set to allow 
the special to pasa on down to the wharf, a 
colli-iou m ight have occurred with the Oak­ 
land train going out from the slips. 
A s it 
was, the engineer of the outgoing train, see­ 
ing that the specirl was not stopping accord­ 
ing to the rule, applied the air brakes and 
brought his train to a full stop. 
The railroad officers said that the applica­ 
tion of the air-brake on the special train pre­ 
vented a disaster in which many lives m ight 
have betfn lost. 
The switch, according to the theory at rail­ 
road headquarters, was not misplaced, but 
proiierly placed for the train going from the 
ferry slip to Oakland. 
If the engineer ha l 
obeyed the instructions which are given to all 
engineers on the route, the accident would 
have been avoided and he would have been 
running his engine to-day. 
The running 
tim e from Sacramento to the point where the 
accident happened was not faster than that 
allowe 1 by the schedule for the regular train.

The sketch üf the murderer of Mr. Glan­ 
cey which we publish this morning shows 
that b¡3 victim hail ample justification tor 
the strictures which the nomination of 
Gray g*ve rise to. 
It appears that he is, 
what Mr. Glancey called him, a man of de­ 
cidedly bad charactcr ; a brawler, swash­ 
buckler, slanderer and lawbreaker. 
That 
such a man should have been nominated 
for District Attorney was disgraceful to 
the Republicans of Santa Barbara, and Mr. 
Glancey, as an upright member of the 
party, and as a public-spirited citizen and 
journalist, was entirely warranted in de­ 
nouncing the nomination as unfit, and in 
appealing to honorable Republicans to 
combine against it and defeat it. 
The 
presence of such a man as Gray—if that be 
his real name—in the position of District

Of all the positions taken by 
Democratic advocates thi3 appears to us to 
be the weakest and most irrational.

Take this foundation away and 
“ the whole structure falls.” Upon this the 
Times solemnly observes : 
“ Whatever

Democrats believe, moat 
“ people in the Northern States believe 
“ General Hancock will, if elected, act in 
“ accordance with this declaration, and 
“ that of his party platform. 
He has been 
“ in the service of the nation all his life, 
“ and is known to be a loyal and law-abid-

It is not to be supposed for a 
“ moment, therefore, that, if elected, he 
“ will permit the foundation of oar Gov- 
“ eminent to be taken away, and suffer the

We can only 
characterize this aa nonsense. 
If there is 
any one thing plainer than another at the 
present moment in American politics, it is 
the fact that the “ right to a free ballot” 
ha3 already been repudiated and denied 
throughout the South.

cratic nomiuation he declared his entire will­ 
ingness to take the Presidency as the spoil 
of fraud and force.

THE OAKLAND WHARF ACCIDENT. 


The accident to the special train carry­ 
ing tho First Regiment, ou the Oakland 
wharf, barely escaped being a catastrophe. 
The train had very fortunately not passed 
off the filled portion of the wharf, and so 
the engine alone broke through aud fell 
into the water. 
A very important demon­ 
stration of the value of the air-brake was 
given on this occasion. 
W ith the old- 
fashioned hand-brake it would have been 
impossible to stop the train quickly, and it 
could not have been handled at all from 
the locomotive. 
The presence of mind of 
the engineer however impelled him to put 
on the air-brakes instantly, and although 
his devotion to duty perhaps caused the 
sacrifice of his own life, it saved the pas­ 
sengers. 
Another lesson of this accident 
is the utility of the gigantic filling-in ope­ 
rations now being prosecuted by the rail- 
read company. 
The solid wharf here 
probably did very much to prevent loss of 
life. 
The responsibility for the accident 
does not appear to be as yet definitely 
placed, though it b intimated that the 
switch was properly open. 
The fact that 
this ia the first accident of the kind that 
has ever occurred on the long wharf at 
Oakland shows that there ia no lack of pre­ 
cautions, and that the regulations are such 
as to afford security against anything but 
culpable carelessness, which of course is 
possible in all human actions.

Lord Mountmorris, an Irish landlord, 
has been murdered in tlie usual cold­ 
blooded and brutal manner which charac­ 
terizes that class of assassinations. 
The 
common allegation is made, that he was on 
bad terms with his tenants, though it is 
well enough known that no such explana­ 
tion is needed to account for half the 
agrarian murders which have occurred in 
Ireland. 
The effect of this crime will nat­ 
urally be to hinder the progress of all 
rational modes of adjustment of the issues 
in controversy. 
The Lind League is said 
to have disclaimed all complicity in the 
murder, but as a matter of course such a 
denial lias no significance, while it will be 
rexarktd &i singular that a meeting of 
the League was held near the scene of the 
crime 011 the satn*> day. 
These assassina­ 
tions outweigh a great deal of stump oratory 
and Borid gush, and they disgust and 


In the current news of the day is a cir­ 
cumstantial account of tho murder of 
Theodore Glancey, the editor of the Santa 
Barbara Press, by one Clarence Gray. 
It 
appears that the latter had been nominated 
by the Republican Convention of that 
county for the office of District Attorney. 
Glancey, editor of the Precis, commented 
on the unfitness of this nomination. 
He 
declared in substance that it was a nomina­ 
tion not fit to be made. 
When the first 
unfavorable comment 
appeared in the 
Pres*, Gray met Glancey and threatened 
that if any further unfavorable comments 
appeared iu his paper the town Wuuld not 
hold them both. 
When the second criti­ 
cism appeared Gray soon afterwards met 
Glancey, and on inquiring if he was the 
author 
of the 
unfavorable 
comments, 
shot 
him 
fatally, 
the 
latter 
only 
living a few hours. 
The comment of 
Glancey 
on 
the nomination 
of Gray 
touching his fitness for office, for grtaler 
exphcitness, is here quoted. 
Referring to 
the question pending in the Supreme Court 
as to the possible lailure of county elec­ 
tions this year, Glancey said: 
"N o t the 
least of these in this county Í3 the fact 
that the Itepublicans here will be relieved 
of the uicessityof defeating their candi­ 
date for District Attorney. 
The nomina­ 
tion was disgraceful in every respect, and 
while it is extremely disagreeable for 
earue3t Republicans to take such a course 
in a Presidential year, there is no d.(Ter­ 
ence of opinion among these w ho have the 
good of the parly at hiart. 
They are con- 
viuced that all such candidates should be 
beaten aud Republican Conventions taught, 
if they do not realiza it already, that the 
decent people of Santa Barbara county 
will not submit to having the officers of 
the law chosen from among the hoodlums 
and law-breakers.” 
There is nothing in this criticism which 
an honest editor might not legitimately 
make. 
If it was just it waa what ought 
to have been said. 
If there was any error 
of inference, an invulnerable man would 
not be hurt by it. 
Adverse newspaper 
criticism does not often hurt a cindulate 
who is tit to be nominated. 
But it ia very 
damaging to these who are not fit for office. 
Many a candidate of the latter sort h is suc­ 
ceeded in obtan.ing a nomination. 
has 
button-h ded deli gates, and by untiring 
persistence 
has 
succeeded in bringing 
over a majority to his support. 
That is 
just the way bad nominations are made. 
Most of the corrupt candidates creep into 
office through Nominating 
Conventions 
which exact pledges that ail the nominees 
shall be supported, both good and bad— an 
obligarion which might r- quire the support 
of a horse-thief, counterleiter or a mur­ 
derer, if there was no opportunity to review 
such selections and expose their unfitness. 
When a man seeks a nomination he puts 
his character in issue. 
It is a legitimate 
subject fur discussion, so far as it relates to 
his litness for office. 
He challenges the 
judgment of the public touching his fitness 
for the place. 
It is the legitimate business 
of the piesa to discuss these qualifications, 
aud if it ia known that the candidate is un­ 
lit for the position, to say so in language 
which cannot be mistaken. 
But in going 
to this extent there is no warrant for hit­ 
ting below the belt. 
The family matters of 
the candidate, who his relatives might be 
or their antecedents, are not legitimate 
subjects of comment.

The victim in this instance- 
wan a man of excellent character, well 
known to the newspaper profession as a 
news and business agent—a man who had 
served l.is country with houor in critical 
limes, and who was serving the public 
honorably as the editor of a local paper. 
He stood in the way of the election of an 
unfit man for office, aud was assassinated 
for that service.

THE IMPKOVEMtKTS IN TUSKER HALL. 


Turner Hall will hardly be recognized now 
by those who have not been in it for a month. 
A radical change has been tffected in the 
interior by a neat ornamentation of the walls 
aud ceiling in fresco, and ths effect is striking, 
and so changes the internal appearance of the 
hall that those accuitomed to view its hereto­ 
fore cheerless and soiled w alls, its blemished 
ceilings and generally dilapidated fittings, 
will scarcely be willing on entering to believe 
it 
is the same 
old 
hall. 
The walls 
have been 
tinted a rich cream or buff 
color; 
the 
wainscoting 
is 
a 
pale 
lavender with 
an 
ornamental 
border. 
The cornice is uni-hed with oinamental hang­ 
ings, moldings, etc., in pale green, brown, 
maroon, and shadings of the same. 
The ceil­ 
ing is laid off into three sections. The center 
is a great circle of pale lavender tint, with a 
border of grapes and leaves in green. 
On 
either of the four sides are semicircular sec­ 
tions in cinnamon tint, two bearing shields 
with the monogram “ S. T. V .,’’ ttm other 
two being center pieces for the chandeliers. 
The corners between are laid in with a 
slightly darker lavender, and these are 
sprinkled thickly with pale green leaves aLd 
vine», on which appear grouped emblems 
typifying music, hunting, literature and art. 
Each end of the ceiling is finished with a 
panel across the whole width in a creamy 
tint. 
Ia the center of each panel appear the 
flags of America and Germany, the staffs of 
the banners crossing in a floral cluster on 
which sit grave and wide-eyed owls. 
The 
work was done by Fromelt k Kern, and 
transforms the hall into a room of beauty. 
But some 6ad sears have been left, and unless 
they are covered the contrast will be so pain­ 
ful and radical as to make the frescoing of no 
value, to wit, the shabby windows, with their 
half 
frosted, 
cold 
and 
cheerless 
glare. 
They shi ukl be either neatly curtained 
or 
tit ed 
with 
pi in 
inside 
blinds; 
the latter are 
beat, 
of 
course. 
With 
this addition, the 
hall will 
be one of 
the handsomest iu the State, and without it, 
the frescoing had better never been done. 
The Directors should also have new fish-tail 
burners pLc-d on ail the chandelitrs and 
side light gas fittings, as the present burners 
give a light wholly inadequate—adismal sort 
of glow that fails to bring out. the frescoing 
well, or to make the hall cheerful. 
With 
these improvements there will be scarcely 
anything wanting in Turner Hall, and its 
revenues ought to represent the appreciation 
of the public for this sudden progres.-ive 
movement of the A sso ciatio n , which, though 
heaii’y in debt, has at last realized that the 
way cut is to make its hall attractive.

Parks, President of the Board ; the condition being 
that if any party to whom a c *ntract shall be award­ 
ed shall fail to give the bond as required by the 
Board of Director? for the faithfW performance of 
his contract, the check accompanying said party’s 
bid shall be forfeited to the State. 
The party to w hom an award shill be made will be 
required to give a bond, wi.h two or more sureties, 
to the satisfaction of the Board, and in an amount 
equal to twenty-five(26) per cen*. of the amount of 
the contract, conditioned for the faithful performance 
thereof. Scventy-flve (75) percent qf the Engineers 
estimate of work done will be ¡'aid monthly in war­ 
rants drawn in accordance w ith the Act. 
No Chinese or Mongolians shall be cmployod in 
any capacity whatever onany work to be done. And 
no mater al used in the construction of the w« rk 
shall be purchased f.om any contractor or manufac­ 
turer who, either directly or indirectly, employs any 
Chinese or Mongolian labor.
